A Real Life Tale of Honesty

A NEIGHBOR COMES IN with a good tale which would h'ave 
more zest to it if his excellent name were used, but he says that 
might make him appear to be a "big shot" and that is not what 
he prefers. 

The episode occurred on a Sunday a month ago, when he 
was driving with his wife in the Haddon Heights neighborhood. 
A car coming in the opposite direction left its path and shot 
across the road, hitting our friend's car head-on- The wreckage 
was considerable, but the car could still travel, which helped 
some. 

The police soon arrived and they decided the man who 
did the hitting was a bit drunk. All concerned were taken to 
the Squire, and Jersey justice being what it is (to outsiders),, 
a fine of $235 was clapped on the offender. He was a man 
in his late 60's and his gnarled hands revealed that he made 
his living by hard work. He agreed that he had done wrong 
and was sorry for it. Any such fine, however, was beyond his 
ability to pay, but he told the Judge he had a friend on White 
Horse Pike who would come to his rescue if he could use the 
phone. The friend quickly arrived and paid the cash. He 
seemed to have great pleasure in doing so. 

Turning to the man whose car he had so seriously damaged, 
the amerced one again expressed contrition and said that while 
he had no insurance, he would surely make good if given a 
little chance. It was arranged that an estimate would be secured 
the following day and the culprit would call on Tuesday to 
plan a method of payment. 

The mechanics wanted $ 1 80 and the job would take two 
weeks. The old fellow quickly agreed and said he would pay 
weekly. Also he offered to lend his car for the time needed for 
the repairs, but that didn't prove to be necessary. He explained 
his day's work consisted of greasing and washing cars. He 
lived in a band-box house on a small street in South Philadelphia 
and had a wife who was a chronic invalid. Nevertheless, he 
asked for no mercy and was anxious to do what was right. 

Since the affair happened, he has come each Monday morn- 
ing with $50 in bills. So far $ 1 50 has been paid, which means 
that the balance of $30 is expected on the coming Monday. 
When he arrives with the final payment, our friends are ready 
to turn the entire $180 back to him. The man and his ways 
have affected them in an imspiriting manner and have immensely 
increased their stores of optimism in a very definite way They 
feel Narberth might profit if the incident is put in print. 

"The guy has camped right in my wife's heart," says our 
friend "and before we're done with it, I think she might also 
make me pay the fine. I rather have the same notion myself." 

The impression here is that it is not going to be too easy 
to give the old stalwart his $180 and there must be a check-up 

to see what happened when his crumpled cash is offered to him.

The Child Health Center is going 
to be discontinued despite the small 
attendance record it has had dur- 
ing the past three months. 

Only 16 children attended the 
Center in January, February and 
March and. only S21 was spent for 
the care of those children. 

Asks Publicity 

The Borough Board of Health 
suggested at its April 1 meeting 
that the Center be discontinued, bui 
Borough Council had a better idea. 

"Why not," suggested Borough 
Council President Walter A. Fox, 
"Publicize the Center more and then 
see how many children attend?" 

So, Robert' M. Cameron, chair- 
man of the Water, Light and 
Health Committee, was instructed 
to present Council's suggestions to 
the Board of Health at its next 
meeting in May. 

Founded in 1930 

The Center originated in 1930 
through the interest of the Wel- 
fare Committee of the Women's 
Community Club of Narberth. Mrs. 
C. Arley Farmer, of Woodbine and 
Cleveland Aves., Penn Valley, was 
its Chairman as she is today. 

"We want to emphasize," Mrs. 
Farmer stated, "that the Center is 
purely educational and preventa- 
tive, not a medical Center." 

Children of the community are 
brought there only for examina- 
tions and for reference back to 
their own doctors. 

"It is chiefly a center for infants 
who need regular monthly examina- 
tions," she added. "The mothers 
bring them to our doctor or nurse 
for a check-up. If there is anything 
at all wrong with them, they are 
referred to their own doctors or 
to the hospitals. 

Moves Back and Forth 

The Center was begun in 1930 be- 
cause Narberth parents were send- 
ing 'sd 'many "'6? 'their "children"" to 
the Community Health, and Civic 
Association in Ardmore 

Miss Bessie Diane was assigned 
by the Community Health and 
Civic Association to be Narberth's 
nurse and a room in Elm Hall, used 
by the Community Club, was turn- 
ed over for an examination rom 

The Community Health and Civic 
Association sends one of it; visit- 
ing nurses for the Center's use and 
also for one of its doctors. 

It has moved from Elm Hall to 
102 Conway Ave., several times — it 
is now back at Elm Hall because 
of small attendance. 

It is open on the first and third 
Wednesdays of each month for. con- 
sulation and it takes children from 
infants to school age. 

Dr. Emily R Maxwell is the doc- 
tor in charge of the office and Miss 
Natalie Pollock is the nurse. She 
is also the Narberth Schol nurse.

PENN VALLEY RESIDENTS MAY USE 
OLD SUNDAY SCHOOL AS MEMORIAL 

One |hundred and twenty-three 
years ago the blacksmiths, wheel- 
wrights and farmers of Falrvlew 
built a combination Sunday School 
and School House. 

Today their great-grandchildren 
are thinking of using the little one- 
room building as a Community Cen- 
ter and War memorial for the resi- 
dents of Fairview — now known as 
Penn Valley. 

Begun In 1820 

It was in 1824 that Aaron Keech 
(who was born, in Tredffrln Town- 
ship in 1773) started to teach Sun- 
day Schol in the farmhouse of 
Fairview after his week's work in 
nls blacksmith shop, located at 93b 
Summit Road, where Samuel R. 
Markle lives today. 

Mr. Kreech had a good friend, Wil- 
liam C Fisher, who sympathized 
•with his work auong the children 
of the community and the two men 
decided that building for religious 
purposes was neceiary 
IX was Mr. Fisher who donated 



the ground on Fairview Road, be- 
tween Summit Road and Consho- 
hocken State Road, where the build- 
ing stands to this day. 

He also donated stone to build 
the edifice and other neighbors 
gave their timo and money. The 
building was begun in 1826 and two 
years later was occupied by both a 
week-day school and the Sunday 
School. Alffllated with the Ameri- 
can Sunday School Union of Phila- 
delphia, it was called the Fair- 
view Union Sunday School 
Used Until Last Year- 
Lower Merlon School District be- 
gan to use the building as a free 
public school in 1834, but it continu- 
ed to be used as a Sunday School 
down to 1946. 

It went through many denomina- 
tional troubles — several times it be- 
came Methodist or Baptist— but it

Congressman 
Explains Aims 
Of Labor Bill 

Neighborhood Club 
Hears How Laws 
Are Made 

S Three fundamental objectives 
were sought In preparing the- labor 
bill recently passed by the U. b. 
House of Representatives, Congress- 
man Samuel K. McConnell told 
members of the Bala-Cynwyd Nei- 
borhood Club Tuesday night. 

These objectives, declared Con- 
gressman McConnell, who lives in 
Wynnewood, were: 

l..To define the rights of the 

laboring man. 
2.. To curb the power of Labor 

leaders. , 

3.. To establish the public in- 
terest and welfare as para- 
mount. 

Most of the bill, the Congressman 
said, was given over to setting up 
and defining a procedure for col- 
lective bargaining. 

He told the Neighborhood Club 
members, meeting in the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd Woman's Club, Cynwyd, that 
the bill provided for secret ballot- 
ing on elections, assessments, dues 
and strikes as a means of encour- 
aging and facilitating a majority 
vote on all labor action. 

Montgomery County's Congress- 
man hit at the failure of Labor 
leaders to cooperate in the public 
hearings that preceded enactment 
of the bill. 

'It is regrettable," he said, "that 
the big labor leaders of the country 
did not see fit to cooperate with 
Congress in formulating this bill. 
These labor leaders wanted no 
changes in existing labor laws, and 
so we had to proceed on our own 
as best as we could." 

Congressman McConnell said he 
used to be a monopolist because he 
thought large corporations elimini- 
sary competition and economic 
waste. 

"But I have changed my opinion 
in later years, "he said, "I have 
watched big combinations of capi- 
tal on one side, big labor combina- 
tions on the other and, in the mid- 
dle, a big centralized government 
trying to regulate both. 

"I have come to the conclusion I 
was wrong. What it amounts to is 
that these men sit down and decide 
the destiny of millions of other men. 
From such a set-up there is a dan- 
ger of Statism, similar to the Mus- 
solini Regime in Italy. While I re- 
alize we cannot go back to small 
businesses and small labor unions 
there should be some middle ground 
on which we could find our answers 
to jlabor problems and industrial 
peace. 

The congressman answered a 
question from the floor as to how 
muctl a congressman is bound by 
his party caucus. 

•Personally," he said, "I feel very 
much bound by a caucus vote ex- 
cept on issues involving my own re- 
ligious and moral principles. I be- 
lieve in party government, one 
party in and one party out and in 
holding the party in power respon- 
sible for good government." 

In expaining congressional proce- 
dure McConnell traced the course 
of a bill from its inception to the 
time when It becomes a law. He 
told of how the bill is first prepased 
by trained technicians and a legal 
hopper which is actually a small 
box near the desk of the speaker 
of the House. Next it is given a 
number and referred by the speak- 
er to one of the 19 standing com- 
mittees. 

Next comes the discussion of the 
bill in committee, the taking of tes- 
timony and the incorporation of the 
committee's recommendations |be- 
fore it is reported out and placed 
on the calendar. It is the Rules 
Committee, he said, that decides the 
destiny of the bill and when it shall 
go to the floor.

shop cowboys loistering on the cor- 
ner." 

Members of the protesting dele- 
gation are all veterans between 20 
and 24 and live on Hampden, Wood- 
bine and Iona Aves. They are all 
members of the Narberth Italian- 
American Citizens' Club. 

Volpi, spokesman for the veter- 
ans, admitted that members of the 
delegation often gather on street 
corners, but denied charges of ill- 
behavior levelled at them. 

"I was born on .the corner of 
Hampden and Woodbine Aves," Vol- 
pi said, "and I've never heard or 
seen anyone act badly in the pres- 
ence of a woman." 

A veteran of 30 months' service 
in Europe as an infantry platoon 
sergeant, Volpi admitted Narberth 
street corners were often a little 
noisy, but categorically denied Del- 
vincio's statements.

Philadelphia Plans 
to Flood 7,500 Acres 
in Horsham Township 

Officials of Delaware and Mont- 
gomery counties served notice this 
week that they are planning to' fight 
Philadelphia's attempt to take a 
large slice of Montgomery county's 
land area to establish a water stor- 
age reservoir in Horsham Township 
and nearby sections. 

A formal advertisement was in- 
serted in newspapers this week giv- 
ing notice that a special bill, jointly 
sponsored by State Senators Lloyd 
H. Wood, Montgomery, and Edward 
B. Watson, Bucks, will be presented 
in the State Legislature to kill off, 
power given Philadelphia, in legisla- 
tion passed in 1866, to take any land 
it desired in adjoining counties to 
improve its water supply. 

In this effort to combat the pro- 
posed land grab Montgomery coun- 
ty is being joined by Delaware 
county as well as Bucks. 

This action followed Philadelphia'* 
recently announced approval of 
plans presented by a special engin- 
eering board to tap the waters of 
the Delaware at Wallpack Bend in 
the Pocono Mountains and pipe the 
water to Warrington, Bucks county, 
where it plans to build a huge dam. 

The resulting backing up of the 
water would mean inundation of 
some 7550 acres, of which ,1260 are 
in Montgomery county, the remain- 
der in Bucks. The proposed War- 
rington Reservoir would flood 3000 
acres, chiefly in Horsham Township 
and force nearly 1000 people to va- 
cate their homes, including valuable 
estates and farms.

As to 
what good all the extra free time 
is to those who get it should not be 
a concern of this department, and 
neither is it, but one who worked 
a 60-hour week for $2.60 cannot 
help making contrasts with yes- 
terday and to-day. • 

For instance, how could an old- 
timer possibly keep from rolling in 
the aisles when he heard three nice 
Narberth young ladies who are of- 
fice workers arranging to tell their 
bosses that they could not possibly 
come to work on Tuesday because 
they had to go to a dance on Mon- 
day night and would not get home 
until nearly dawn? What's wrong 
with that? Apparently nothing, or 
at least the aforesaid bosses had 
nothing to say about it, and they 
paid the young ladies, as is custom- 
ary, for the time they didn't work. 
That was also different from the old 
days, as often when the office was 
closed on July 4th the pay was 42 
cents less than the $2.50 which was 
in the regular envelope. That was 
also the case at Christmas, which 
was the only other holiday. 

Perhaps one excess begot the 
other, as is inevitable in human af- 
fairs, and it was probably some 
such idea as that which induced 
Ben Durbin to send along the fol- 
lowing union-breeding regulations 
of a department store in 1854: 
Store must be opened prompt- 
ly at 6 A. M. and remain open 
until 9 P. M. -the year round. 

Store must be swept; coun- 
ters, base shelves and show- 
cases dusted; lamps trimmed, 
filled and chimneys cleaned; 
pens made; door and windows 
ope"ncd; a pail of water and a 
scuttle of coal must be brought 
in by each clerk before break- 
fast, if there is time to do so 
and attend to customers who 
call. 

Store must not be opened on 
the Sabbath Day unless abso- 
lutely necessary and then only 
for a very few minutes. , 

Any employe who is in the 
habit of smoking Spanish ci- 
gars, getting shaved at a bar- 
ber shop, going to dances, and 
other such places of amuse- 
ment, will most surely give his 
employer reason to be suspi- 
cious of his integrity and all- 
around honesty. 

Each employee must pay not 
less than five dollars per year 
to the church and must attend 
Sunday School every Sunday. 

Men employees are given one 
evening a week for courting 
purposes and two if they go to 
prayer meetings regularly. 

After 14 hours of work in the 
store, the leisure time must be 
spent in reading good litera- 
ture. 

Wouldn't seem that charity and 
justice, nor regard for the rights 
of others, formed any particular 
part of those Sunday School les- 
sons, would it

always reverted to Unionism in the 
end. 

At the time of the Civil War it 
was used as a center for war work- 
ers, but it took another war to close 
it. The Second World War, with its 
gas rationing, made it too difficult 
for people to travel the long dis- 
tance to reach it. 

It was in 1878 that the best-known 
and best-loved teacher took over. 
His name was Charles Jones Fryer, 
a local farmer and butcher, who re- 
organized the school which had been 
ilosed because of denominational 
difficulties since 1870. By 1890 the 
school had far outgrown itself and 
the School Board decided to build 
another building: adjacent to it. 
When the new building was. com- 
pleted, the old one was turned over 
to the community for non-sectarian 
religious purposes. 

Charles Fryer died June 27, 1919, 
and thousands of people who had 
known and loved him attended his 
funeral from the little Sunday 
School. 

Luther C. Parsons, Lower Mer- 
ion's well-known blacksmith, be- 
came superintendent of the Sun- 
day School until the Second World 
War when it was closed temporar- 
ily. Then Lyle Smith of Broookhurst 
Ave., Narberth, became Superinten- 
dent and acting chairman of the 
Board of Trustees. Charles C. 
Schmidt is assistant superintendent 
and Miss Anna Latch is treasurer 
today. 
Trustees Approve 

Other trustees are Nathan B. 
Montgomery, C. Warner Smith, 
Philip Muller and Jacob Greiner. 

All of them have met to approve 
the proposal of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Penn Valley Associa- 
tion to take the building over for 
a community center and a war me- 
morial. 

The only remaining action neces- 
sary for the Sunday School to re- 
assert itself as an active fonco in 
the community is for the member- 
ship of the Penn .Valley group to 
approve its Executive Board's pro- 
posal. After that comes the problem 
of raising funds to make repairs on 
the old building and to provide for 
its upkeep. 

The Civil Association will meet 
again in May to determine the sen- 
timent of its membership and its 
ability to pay. It will be used as a 
center for the Boy Scouts, the Penn 
Valley Garden Club and the Civic 
Association, If the plans are ap- 
proved. 



Gearhart Cites 
Sharp Increase 
In Arrests Here 

32 P.C. Decrease Reported 
In Auto Injuriei 
Over Last Year 

A total of 690 arrests were made 
by Lower Merlon Township police 
during March, it was reported this 
week by Superintendent of Police 
Samuel W. Gearhart. 

This represents a sharp increase 
over the figure for March, 1946, 
when oly 272 arrests were made. 

Violations of the Motor Vehicle 
Code accouned for 583 of the ar- 
rests; there were 57 Township or- 
dinance violations, six drunken 
driving arrests, four burgalries, 
three larcenies, three cases of 
worthless check passing and two 
arrests each on desertion and gam- 
bling charges. 

Gearhart has asked businessmen 
to be more careful about locking up 
at night. During March, policemen 
found 4*5 doors and windows open 
during routine checks at night. 

Ardmore shoppers are still being 
careless about getting back to their 
cars before the red flag pops up in 
the parking meter, Gearhart report- 
ed. During March, 497 citizens stop- 
ped by the Township Building to 
pay dollar fines. 

Accident investigation officers re- 
ported a total of 71 accidents last 
month. One person was killed and 
21 were injured. During March, 
1946, 31 persons were injured in 
70 accidents. 

This represents a decrease of 32 
percent in the number of persons 
injured in automobile accidents. 

To date this year, 58 persons 
have been injured, and two persons 
have been killed, in a total of 187 
accidents. Last year, during the 
same period of time, there were 185 
accident, or two less, in which 67 
persons were injured and two per- 
sons killed.
